Tuy announcement that the Governor- 
General of Indo-China ‘has formed a 
-“ company with a capital of seventy million 
“france to construct and exploit a railway 
“into Yunnan,” telegraphed. by Reuter, 
would, were the enterprise avy other than 
French, excite in most. minds a lively 
satisfaction. It ia true that Yunnan ‘is a 
- very mhalarioua country, that it is the most 
mountainous, difficult, and inaccessible of 
the ‘Chinese provinces, and that it, is 
scantily populated, the entire population 
being estimated at jess than twelve millions 
in an area of 107,969 square miles. But 
nove the Jess ia it rich in minerals, the 
copper imines having for centuries mainly 
supplied the wants of the Celestial Empire, 


while the sult deposits are also of great value. | 


Gold and silver are likewise known’ to exist, 
and jadestone is found in some’ districts, 
The soil is adapted to the cultivation of the 
poppy, and a large quantity of opium is 
_ ‘annually exported from the province. The 
famous Puerh tes is grown in the district 
known by that name, and there’ are other 
valuable products, which are capable of 
exteusive development, were miarkets for 
them made accessible. There is no reason 
why Fran¢e should not cherish, ag a legiti- 
mate ambition, the desire and project to 
tap this province, and bring to its border.a 
market for its varied products. Were this 
the aim of the French Government, we 
should heartily wieh them all ‘success ; 
but when we have good reason to believe 
that the, main idéa in~ forming the 
company above referred te is not to open, 
up trade and develop the resources of the 
country, but to spread French influence, 
enlurge the area of French colonies, and 
divert to French monopolists tho trade and 
public works of another great country, then 
we find it difficult to accord our sympathy 
to French eaterprise in this direction. 
Unfortunately the French politicians and 
writers, suffer acutely from earth-hunger, 
and to appease this malady they are ever- 
lastingly seeking to discover fresh’countries, 
not for absorption, but merely for annexation. 
Meantime the French people keep their 
thrifiily saved money in the stocking, or 


, wealth, 


cautiously invest it in Rentes or in real 
estate. Now and again, it is true, they 
‘get bitten. by some wild-cat, scheme like the 
Panama Canal project, which absorbed so 
many millions of ., hard-earned money, 
but as a rule - Franch’ investors look 
askance at enterprices in distant coun- 
tries, even if catried-on under the aegis 


J of the French’ Republic. Nor do French - 


men’ seek these new countries either for 
purposes of trade or settlement. With the 
exception of avery few merchants, a few 
mercnntile adventurers, and some others 
who Jeave their country for their country’s 
go.d, the only Frencbmen who go out to 
French Colonies are the little army of badly 
paid officials, and the naval und military 
forces detailed for their protection. «To 
he quite just and fair, the officials proceed 
to do their work pretty thoroughly ; good 
roads, bridges, and other works are‘under- 
taken and carried out with reasonableexpedi- 
tion, while surveys are made with ew to 
ascertaining the natural’ products’ and the 
enpubilities of the soil.

they do not. evén do'the best they might with 
their own opportunities. French capital, one

erected for itshenefit, would readily enter such 
an arena and secure the field prepared for 
it. Such, however, is not the fact. Under

in the. position of ‘a protectorate over 
Yunnan.’ England, Germany, the United 
States, and Japun only desire for themselves 
and. others a fair field and. no favour ; they 
are perfectly willing that French goods 
should find their way into Yunnan on equal 
terms with their products.

if necessary, by reasonable  convossions, the 
assistance of the people thomeclyes, tirat in the 
discovery of the disease ond subsequently in 
the troutrient of (hose who become its victims. 
"The history of plogue epidemica in thia colony 
since 1894 reveols’. the dixcouraying and 


sorrowful fact that though we liave- done what" 


seemel right and proper at the moment, our 
efforts to cope with the disease have nover 
been suecossful, und the cause of failura lies, 
I think, in the fuct that we huve- forced 
upon the Chinese measures’ which were 
impalatavle and which have eaused them to 
surreptitiously thwart us at every turn. 
I am not vying that these measures should 
not have been tried, I merely say they have 
been tried aud failed, and should thoreforo be 
discontinued, that we should in future act npon 
lines which will induce the co-operation of the 
natives and. which, I think, can. be bromght 
abont’ by conceding to some extent to their 


* ignorance und projudices and by conforming as 


far is possible with their ideas. The two mo- 
tions which I om abont to propose have this end 
in view, the firut aso concession to the living 
and the sevond both to the living and the dead. 
These who are fumiliar with our method of 
sourchiug out and dealing with persons saffer- 
ing frum. playuv, canool fail to huve any but 
the most intense pity for the sufferer wo, 
dragged by force from frends and. home, con- 
veyed in a confortless ambulance through miles 
of strests, sometimes under ao burning sun, 
deposited in tne dreaded hospital and tended by 
strangers, lies, umilst the most depressing 
surroudings Within touch of the dying, 
within kight of the dead, and within earshot of 
tho hammoring-down.of coffins, waiting in 
solitury despair tilt death completes the 
work which insunitation and diseaso began. 
This is no exaggerated or fdneiful picture of 
my own, but a faithful representation of 
renlity and one that existe, and correctly sv, 
in thy minda of the Chinese. No wonder then 
“that every Chinese man, woman and child who 
vun possibly afford to leave the colony does 
yo the moneut they full: sick, and frequently 
boforchand,, No wonder that friends smuggle 
away their sick and dead, or failing the latter 
and fearing the consequence of being identified 
with the corpse, dump it. into the streot. 
With a viow to prevent this wholesale scutt- 
ling from tho colony. to stop, the dumping of 
boilios, to discover the sources of. infection, 
anil to get at the true douth-rate of the 
colony, we should, I think, allow the sick 
to be treated in their own homes under certuin_ 
conditions, and permit the bodies of the dead to 
be coftined in the usual Chinese manner and 
remoyed to their ‘uncustral home for’ burial 
At -tirst, comparatively few would’ probably 
avail themselves of the privelege, but when_ the 
convession came to be known, when it came to 
be understood that aman could die of plague 
attended by his friends and in his own home, 
und buried according to his inost cherished 
-ideas, L think that many who could afford the 
services of a doctor would do so, and those who, 
through poverty, could not, would be loa relue- 
tant to go to the native hospital if. they were 
assured of boing treated ‘by their friends, and, 
_ ya the yront. of death, being removed from the 
colony Without fear, ‘Those, gir, are my pro- 
posuls, based on his Exvelloncy the Governor's 
suggestion, and though these are details which 
would require to be carefully. eonsi2orod, I put 
them forward in the firm conviction that if. 
adopted they will not be barren of good results. 
Mr. Ospornu then moved the adoption of 
tho first mation. 
> Mr. Func Wa: Crue seconded, and said 
the proseut system of: dealing with plague 
patients or plague suspects was doing: more 
harm than good, They had beon going on the 
sumo limes for the fast ‘seven years, and

It was an 
old story that a sick Chinnman could not bear 
to bo taken to the hospital, bat it was o wrong 
ong. The only time such a thought entered 
a Chinaman’s head was when he read the state- 
ments of people whoonghttoknowbetter. Again, 
. Chinese patients were not treatod by-stranzers 
and coohes. ‘They wero troatod-—within the last 


seven weeks at leastby traiued nurses, and f 


. there were Chinesv servants to whom they could 
talk and ask for anything ‘they wanted. ‘There 
was only one way to treat plane, and that way 
was not by slowing cooes to be treated in 
their own houses. It wonld be u most disgrace- 
ful proceoding to do so, .As regarded the story. 
about the mailing down of coffins, thut was all 
imagination. Mr. Osborno was fond of indulging 
in imagination, - The nailiagy down wus done a 
long way from the patients, Europeans might 
hear, but not the Uhinese. «as to the “long 
procession of coffins,” it did not pass in front of 
the Chinese matsheds, but in front of Buropean 
houses. Incidentally, that was to be remediet. 
The whole story, to Dr. Ball's mind, was 
pure imagination. Tliere was no place where 
sick Chiness had a better chance thon in a
